DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions

II. Claims 21-25, drawn to a method of manufacturing a cleaning cloth, classified in

2. inventions n and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that .he product as clain,ed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(0). In the instant case the 
product can be made by using thermal bonding of the continuous multicomponent filaments to 
produce the nonwoven. 

3. Because mese inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate stan. in the art as shown by their different classificadon, restiiction for examination 

purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. A telephone call was made to Richard L. Mayer onNovember 8. 2002 to request an oral 
election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
